directs that the Central Intelligence Agency shall* 

1* Perform all federal monitoring of propaganda and press broadcasts 
of foreign powers required for the collection of intelligence information 
related to the national security* 

2, Perform all organized federal espionage and counter-espionage operat- 
ions outside the United States and its possessions for the collection of 
foreign intelligence information required for the national security* 
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
